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CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 

WORLD  TALLOW  PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE 

Summary 

World  production  of  tallow  and  greases  continued  to  rise  in  I967  and  set  a 
new  high  of  8,860  million  pounds--up  2.3  percent  from  the  8,660  million  pro 
duced  in  I966.    Total  trade  was  up  from  I966,  with  exports  setting  a  new 
high  of  3^^60  million  pounds.    Both  production  and  trade  are  expected  to 
continue  upward  during  1968. 


Production 

Production  of  tallow  and  greases  in  the  world's  major  producing  countries 
in  1967  >*as  estimated  at  8,860  million  pounds,  up  2.3  percent  from  I966  and 
12.7  percent  from  the  196I-65  annual  average.    This  increase  was  related  to 
the  2-percent  increase  in  world  beef  production. 

All  producing  countries  showed  gains  over  I966  except  Australia,  Turkey, 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Sweden,  and  Chile.     Canada  recorded  the 
largest  increase,  12  percent,  followed  by  Argentina  with  8,  France  with 
6,  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States  and  New  Zealand  with  about  3  per- 
cent each.    Australia  showed  a  decline  of  almost  11  percent  from  last  year. 


North  America.    This  region's  production  in  I967  rose  to  5,550  million  pounds, 
3  percent  above  the  5,380  million  produced  in  I966.    The  increase  resulted 
from  a  significant  rise  in  cattle  slaughter,  particularly  in  the  United 
States.    U.S.  production  totaled  5,173  million  pounds,  compared  with  5,037 
million  produced  in  I966,  and  accounted  for  most  of  the  absolute  gain 
in  both  this  region's  and  the  world's  production.    Canadian  and  Mexican 
production  were  up  12  and  3  percent,  respectively,  frcra  the  I966  levels, 
but  still  represent  only  about  6  percent  of  the  North  American  total. 

South  America.    Tallow  and  grease  production  rose  to  56O  million  pcxinds  from 
530  million  in  I966,  an  increase  of  5.7  percent.    Argentina  accounted  for 
most  of  the  gain.    Production  in  this  country  was  up  almost  9  percent  from 
the  1966  level  of  28U  million  pounds. 

Europe.    Production  in  Western  Europe  was  1,14-^40  million  pounds,  ecu  pared 
with  1,400  million  in  I966.    This  was  a  3  percent  increase.    The  largest 
percentage  increases  were  recorded  in  France,  the  United  Klngdotn,  Belgium, 
and  Italy.    Production  in  West  Germany  and  Denmark  equaled  last  year's,  while 
Sweden's  output  declined  slightly. 

Output  in  Eastern  Europe,  excluding  the  USSR,  Increased  10  million  pounds 
over  the  I966  level  of  I50  million.    All  countries  in  this  region  showed 
slight  gains  over  the  previous  year.    Production  in  the  USSR  approximated 
the  14-90  million  pounds  produced  in  I966. 

Oceania.    Total  production  was  down  etlmost  7  percent  from  I966.  The 
11 -percent  drop  in  Australia  more  than  offset  the  3-percent  Increase  in 
New  Zealand.    Australian  production  has  declined  for  tne  second  consecutive 
year  from  the  I965  high  of  437  million  pounds,  while  production  in  New 
Zealand  has  continued  upward  since  I965. 

Production    Outlook.    World  tallow  and  grease  production  in  I968  is  expected 
to  show  a  slightly  larger  percentage  increase  than  that  recorded  for  I967. 
Output  is  expected  to  rise  in  all  continents.    This  increase  in  production 
is  related  to  the  slaughter  of  more  fed  cattle  at  heavier  slaughter  weights. 
Also,  more  boneless  and  primal  cuts  of  beef  are  entering  world  trade,  mak- 
ing more  trim  and  waste  available  for  rendering. 


Trade 

e^orts  during  1967  reversed  their  downward  trend  from  the  previous 
1964  high  and  set  a  new  record  of  3,^0  million  pounds.    All  major  pro- 
ducer-exporters recorded  gains,  with  the  United  States,  Australia,  Argen- 
tina, and  New  Zealand,  showing  the  largest  percentage  increases  from  the 
previous  year.

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U.S«  World's  Largest  Exporter.    The  United  States  continues  to  "be  the  world's 
largest  exporter  of  tallow  and  greases.     Shipments  in  I967  totaled  2,238 
million  poiinds,  compared  with  1,988  million  in  I966.    However,  its  percent- 
age share  of  world  trade  continued  to  drift  downward  and  represented  65 
percent  of  total  exports,  compared  with  66  percent  in  I966,  69  percent 
for  the  1961-65  period,  and  73  percent  for  the  1956-60  period.    As  a 
percent  of  domestic  production,  exports  last  year  were  up  to  ^+3  percent 
from  39  percent  in  I966  but  equaled  the  I96I-65  axinual  average  of  ^3  per- 
cent.   Combined  exports  from  the  major  U.S.  competitors --Australia,  West 
Germany,  Argentina,  New  Zealand,  and  Canada- -accounted  for  25  percent  of 
world  trade  in  I967,  compared  with  almost  23  percent  in  I966. 

Exporters  Markets  for  Tallow.    The  major  markets  for  U.S.  tallow  and  greases 
during  I967  were  Japan,  India,  the  Netherlands,  UAR  (Egypt),  Italy,  and 
Spain.    The  principal  foreign  markets  for  Australian  tallow  were  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa,  the  Netherlands,  and  Japan,    West  Germany's  ship- 
ments were  virtually  all  to  other  members  of  the  EEC--the  Netherlands, 
Italy,  France,  and  Belgium.    Argentina's  largest  foreign  outlets  included 
the  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Brazil.    The  United  Kingdom  continued  to  be 
the  major  market  for  both  New  Zealand  and  Canada. 

Export  Outlook.    World  exports  for  I968  are  expected  to  rise  about  5  per- 
cent from  those  in  19^7*  which  will  keep  world  prices  under  pressure  dur- 
ing the  remaining  months  of  I968.    A  larger  carry-in  along  with  the  con- 
tinued rise  in  domestic  production  is  increasing  supplies  available  for 
foreign  shipment.    These  larger  availabilities,  plus  continued  competitive 
price  pressure  from  synthetic  materials  and  marine  oils,  have  depressed 
tallow  prices.    The  domestic  price  for  U.S.  inedible  tallow  in  I967  averaged 
5.^  cents  per  pound.    This  dropped  to  U.5  cents  per  pound  in  early  July 
1968,  the  lowest  since  1953. 

World  Tallow  Imports.    World  imports  of  tallow  and  greases  in  I967  rose 
to  3,0U0  million  pounds  from  2,920  million  in  I966.    Despite  smaller  tak- 
ings by  the  world's  largest  importers,  such  as  Japan,  Italy,  Spain,  and 
the  United  Kingdom,  combined  larger  imports  by  India,  the  Netherlands, 
Pakistan,  South  Korea,  Yugoslavia,  France,  and  the  UAR  (Egypt)  were  suffi- 
cient to  result  in  a  gain  over  the  previous  year. 

Japem  World's  Largest  Importer.    Japan  continues  to  be  the  world's  largest 
importer  of  tallow  and  grease  and  is  the  major  raEirket  for  U.S.  exports, 
accounting  for  about  25  percent  of  the  total.     In  I967  Japan  imported  577 
million  pounds,  19  percent  of  total  world  imports;  89  percent  of  it  came 
from  the  United  States.  . 
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Western  Europe  imported  43  percent  of  total  world  imports,  with  the  Nether- 
lands and  Italy  the  major  markets  during  I967,  accounting  for  12  and  3 
percent,  respectively.    The  United  States  was  the  major  supplier  zo  Spain 
(83  percent  of  its  imports),  Italy  (57  percent),  the  Netherlands  (5^4- 
percent).  West  Germany  (^4-3  percent),  and  the  United  Kingdom  (36  percent). 

The  larger  imports  recorded  by  India,  Pakistan,  South  Korea,  and  Ghana 
were  attributed  to  the  resumption  of  imports  from  the  United  States  under 
Public  Law  hQO  programs.    Exports  under  these  programs  for  1968  are  ex- 
pected to  exceed  those  for  I96T. 

Import  Outlook.    The  world  import  demand  for  tallow  and  greases  is  expected 
to  continue  upward.    Currently,  tallow  is  being  substituted  for  coconut 
and  palm  kernel  oils  in  soaps  in  some  countries.    Its  use  in  animal  feeds 
continues  to  grow  and  will  as  long  as  prices  remain  at  levels  which  make 
its  use  economically  feasible.    This  increased  demand  is  expected  to  steady 
the  trend  in  prices  to  levels  somewhat  firmer  than  those  for  early  I968, 
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
